These costs cover depreciation, license 
and fees, insurance, taxes, fuel, tires, 
and miscellaneous expenditures. De- 
preciation, calculated on a mileage 
basis, averaged about $200 annually. 
The automobile is run about half 
the time in traffic and half in the rural 
area of New England. The owner re- 
ports an unusually high mpg average, 
indicating extreme care of operation 
perhaps not possible when an automo- 
bile is used for strictly commercial use.

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Truck Tonnage Gains 
In Fourth Quarter 


Although 1954 was the first year 
since 1945 that the industry failed to 
show a gain over the previous one, 
an upswing in intercity freight trans- 
ported by truck in the fourth quarter 
forecast a successful year in 1955. 

Tonnage for the fourth quarter in- 
creased 3.2 per cent over the same 
period in 1953, equaling the record 
set in 1952 and reversing the down- 
ward trend of the first nine months 
of 1954. Full truck tonnage for the 
year was 3.1] per cent below 1953 

Reports were based on studies of 
1.674 Class | intercity trucking com- 
panies for the fourth quarter and full 
vear of 1953 and 1954. Actually, six 
of the country’s nine regions and 
four of the nine principal commodity 
groups showed increases, but heavy 
losses in the Middle-Atlantic and 
Central regions accounted for the de 
cline. 

Common carriers suffered a rela 
tively sharper decline in tonnage than 
did contract carriers. The forme: 
dropped 3.4 per cent but the latter 
lost only 0.4 per cent For the car- 
riers included in the study the por- 
tion of total tonnage handled by com 
mon carrier went from 86.2 per cent 
in 1953 to 85.8 per cent in 1954 

The trucking industry felt the cut 
back in military spending in the 
fourth quarter of 1953, when inter 
city tonnage fell behind the like 
period in 1952. The decrease con 
tinued until the 1955 fourth quarter 
index showed a return to the 1952

Detroit Report... 


Truck price increases have 
been announced by Ford, Chevro- 
let and GMC with Dodge and oth- 
ers expected to follow. The prices 
range from two to four per cent 
at GMC, six to six-and-a-half per 
cent at Chevrolet and from $10 to 
$148 at Ford and are said to 
cover increased manufacturing 


costs. 


Gas turbine heat regenerator 
which is 83 per cent efficient at 
idle has been constructed by 
Ford.

The interest- 
ing thing about the Firestone pro- 
posal is that they are hopeful of 
developing a gasket which will al- 
low the use of present flat-type 
rims with tubeless tires. 


Fuel injection for gasuline en- 
gines is underway. Virtually all 
of the manufacturers have fuel in- 
jection devices under test. Ameri- 
can Bosch is said to be tooling 
for probable 1956 introduction 
of the device as optional equip- 
ment in place of the dual 4barrel 
carburetors now used on some 
makes of high priced cars. 

The big problem of fuel injec- 
tion, which replaces conventional 
carburetors, has been cost and 
poor idling performance. These 
problems are now said to be 


overcome through improved de- 
sign. This allows utilization of 
fuel injection’s better fuel distri- 
bution qualities which provides 
an average of 10 per cent greater 
power and torque and 15 per cent 
part throttle fuel economy. De- 
signers like it because it will al- 
low them to lower the hood line 
another five or six inches, 


All - time production records 
continue to fall daily. Ward’s Au- 
tomotive Reports states that pas- 
senger car production reached 
an all-time quarterly high of an 
estimated 2.125.500 units and 
that the second quarter may beat 
this with an estimated 2.2 million 
production. Truck completions at 
270,000 units are still about 7 
per cent behind a year ago but 
building up rapidly.

As promised here last month, the report of the President’s Advisory Committee on 

\IEIZE Transportation was finally made public April 18. In substance, it agrees with 
FLEET OWNER’s prediction . . . in details, it is not what truckers wanted. You'll 
find complete analysis of Washington’s newest hot potato this issue, page 155. 
Quotes: 


Neil J. Curry, President, ATA. “‘It will be the biggest step backward in American 
transportation history.’’ 


William Faircy, President, AAR. ‘‘It marks a step forward toward greater equality 
and treatment for all forms of transportation.’’ 


Dave Beck, President, Teamsters’ Union. ‘‘I can’t believe President Eisenhower 

will give much weight to the . . . recommendations. The trucking industry . . . has 

saved shippers and consumers billions of dollars by breaking the railroad monopoly 
. under regulation by the ICC.”’ 


FLEET OWNER prediction, good for two years: That Congress will pass no legisla- 
tion that seriously alters the power or jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 


Trucking industry may save up to $3 million a year as ICC cuts down on its “‘paper 
shuffling’’ requirements. Here’s how: New regulations effective June 1, reduce 
truckers’ records and cut storage time. ATA estimates this step alone will save 
truck operators $1,300,000. Eliminate listing of equipment and route operations in 
an annual report —— savings, $262,000. Eliminate duplicate sets of records on de- 
preciation of equipment —— savings, $297,000. Eliminate treasury form 941-A, filed 
quarterly with the Social Security Board; instead file a duplicate of Form W-2 with 
Social Security annually ——- savings, $910,000. Centralize payment of government 
transportation bills and forms —— savings, $200,000. 


ATA and ICC got together on these and other proposals at a conference called by 
the Hoover Commission Task Force on Paperwork Management. 


Both rails and trucks have denied any agreement exists to settle out of court thet 
$250 million suit of the truckers against the Eastern Railroads and Carl Byoir & 
Associates. People on both sides would welcome a settlement. It was hinted that 
the calm that had settled over the rails vs. trucks slugfest was because the Council 
of Eastern Rail and Truck Carriers might be quietly cultivating an olive branch or 
two. But, don’t overlook another good bet. The rails could have been holding their 
propaganda fire while the President’s Cabinet Advisory Committee on Transporta- 
tion readied its pro-rail report.

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TRUCK TRENDS... coin: 


Here's a little noise thet could cause industry-wide reverberations! The Interstate 
Commerce Commission is investigating the extent of its own jurisdiction over intra- 
state truck operations. The issue arose in the petroleum transportation field, involv- 
ing ICC’s requirement applying to obtaining operating rights as an interstate car- 
rier. Under the Motor Carrier Act, ICC’s job is to regulate interstate commerce —— 
ONLY. So here we go again: What IS interstate commerce? 


Investigator, administrator, prosecutor, judge, jury and hangman! Hoover Commis- 
sion thinks ICC . . . and some other Federal bureaus . . . are all those things under 
one roof. Something ought to be done about it. Here’s how the Hoover group said it 
to Congress: ‘‘In special areas of regulations, executive, legislative, and judicial 
powers have been combined in a single instrumentality . . .’’ Recommended: An 
“administrative Court of the United States,’’ which would be a trial court in the 
field of trade regulations as well as in taxation and labor relations. This would re- 
move hearing examiners from ICC’s jurisdiction —— divest the Commission of most 
of its judicial power. 


Row nuts —— should not be shipped in interstate commerce without authority of the 
ICC. Because shelled nuts are a “‘manufactured commodity.’’ So argued the Ameri- 
can Trucking Associations in a Federal court in support of an ICC ruling. The ICC 
had held that the shelling of nuts removes them from the ‘‘exempt’’ status. Consoli- 
dated Truck Service, Inc., Weehawken, N. J., and U. S. Secretary of Agriculture, 
think otherwise. Hence the suit.

Photographic speed traps —— if unattended——cannot be used to produce evidence 
that the driver of a vehicle was speeding, recently ruled the New York Court of 
Appeals. This decision will render useless all photographic devices that merely 
establish the speed of the vehicle and the license plate number, without identifying 
the driver. It’s not enough just to prove that a vehicle was exceeding the speed 
limit. 
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Guaranteed Annual Wage 


THE ISSUE OF THE GUARANTEED ANNUAL WAGE—an idea based on the prin- 
ciple that industry should pay its employees a year round wage, whether 
there is work for them to do or not—-has finally come to a head. Representa- 
tives of the United Auto Workers are negotiating new labor contracts with 
General Motors and the Ford Motor Company. The union's chief demand, 
climaxing a two years’ publicity drive, is for a guaranteed annual wage for 
its members. The editors believe that the result of these negotiations will be 
of the greatest importance to fleet owners and the majority of other U.S 


businessmen. 


Impact on fleet owners will be heavy, not long in coming 





If the union succeeds in forcing Ford or GM to accept the principle of 
a guaranteed annual wage, you, as a fleet operator, will undoubtedly soon 
be paying more for your trucks. For GAW will not be cheap—and the con 
sumer will have to pay at least part of the cost. More important, the automo 
tive industry is a pattern setting industry. If GAW is accepted there, it will 
spread to other industries. If this happens, it is likely that you will be writ 


ing GAW provisions into your future labor contracts.

But some compromise is likely; and 
with this foot in the door, union lead- 
ers are expected to broaden GAW de- 


mands in future bargaining sessions. 





HE LABOR-MANACEMENT BATTLE of the century 
} be developing this month in Detroit. It's 
taking place in two arenas—between the United 
Auto Workers and Ford in one conference room, 
and UAW and General Motors in another—but it’s 
all part of the same fight. 

The struggle grew from seeds which had been 
planted more than 60 years earlier. 

In 1894, the National Wallpaper Co. signed a 
contract with its union which guaranteed employees 
11 months of work—or pay—each year. That con- 
tract introduced a labor-management relationship 
that alternately flourished and declined in industry 
for 59 years—the “guaranteed annual wage.” 

But until 1953, the guaranteed annual wage, or 
GAW, was never taken seriously by American in- 
dustry as a whole. As recently as 1946, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics determined that only 196 busi- 
ness firms in the [ . 8S. offered their employ ees some 
form of GAW—out of 347 companies who have tried 
the plan since the 1890's. 

But in 1953, following preliminary rumblings 
started by CIO's Philip Murray and others in 1948, 
came a loud demand for GAW to cover workers 
in the automobile industry. It was voiced by Walter 
Reuther, head of CIO and UAW, and it was princi- 
pally motivated by the widespread layoffs in the 
industry beginning in the fall of 1953. 

Now the issue has been joined in Detroit. UAW’s 
contracts with both Ford and GM expire at the end 
of this month. Reuther is determined that both 
companies incorporate some form of GAW into 
the new contracts now being negotiated. 

The three men most directly concerned are not 
present in the Detroit conference rooms where 
negotiations are now taking place. Two teams rep- 
resenting Reuther’s UAW are sitting across tables 
from Henry Ford II's and Harlow Curtice’s top 
labor experts. These teams will negotiate the GAW 
question, along with other union demands, for 
weeks—perhaps longer. 

And even though the “big three” are not in the 
conference rooms, it will ultimately be up to them 
to decide: surrender, compromise, or strike? 

What does the union want? Plenty: 

e A guarantee of 40 hours’ pay for any employee 
who is called in for any part of a week, or who 
is given no advance notice of a week's layoff. 
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What It Means to All of Us 


e A guarantee of up to 52 weeks’ work—or pay 

a year for seniority employees (more than 90 days 
service). They would be paid one week's wages 
(regardless of whether work is available or not) 
for each two weeks’ work credits as a senior em- 
ployee. Workers with two years’ service would be 
guaranteed a full 2080 hours’ pay. 


e Cost of GAW to be paid entirely by employers. 


e Amount of the guarantee to be “sufficient to 
maintain the same living standards” as when a 
worker was employed. In other words, the differ- 
ence between available Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Insurance and a worker's regular wages. 

That’s GAW as the union sees it. In addition, 
the union is also asking for a straight hourly in- 
crease, increased pensions, increased overtime, pro- 
tection against “automation”, and other benefits. 

What will the union settle for? That's the big 
question. 

Obviously, no one as astute as Walter Reuther 
believes that UAW is going to win all its demands 
from either Ford or GM. The big prize will be 
either a complete or partial GAW—some other 
union proposals can be shelved if either of the 
big auto makers comes across with this plum. 

Will they come across? Not if they can help it 

GAW, for all its kicking about the country for 
60 years, represents the black plague to a vast seg- 
ment of American industry, including many of the 
key ones. GM and Ford have a list of reasons as 
long as your arm as to why GAW is unfeasible. 
economically impossible, and even immoral. But 
the one disadvantage, as far as management is con- 
cerned, that looms above all the rest is cost. 

The demand for trucks and automobiles, as for 
many other capital and hard goods products, varies 


Industry shutdown? Detroit 


So far, neither the two companies nor the UAW 
is predicting one—in fact, they're not saying any- 
thing about a strike at all. 

But none of the interested parties—or fleet own- 
ers either, for that matter—can ignore the possi- 
bility, or even probability, of a long, drawn out 
strike at either GM or Ford. 
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with the wind. Statisticians for the big auto com- 
panies have tried for years to establish—or deter- 
mine—patterns of consumer buying for their prod- 
ucts. There are no such patterns 

This means, necessarily, varying rates of pro- 
duction—and varying rates of labor demand. To 
management, UAW’s demand that the companies 
stabilize their labor costs through GAW is just as 
unrealistic as if they were asked to stabilize sales 
or profits. 

Auto makers, like every other manufacturer, 
would be delighted to have stable production rates 
with accompanying stable work routines for their 
employees. But Utopia is still fictional. 

A GAW plan would have ruined Chrysler in 1953, 
industry leaders assert. And there’s no reason it 
couldn’t—and wouldn’t—cause financial grief for 
any other manufacturer if times got really tough 

But Reuther is committed to some form of GAW 

and it will be difficult, if not impossible, for him 
to back down now. If he fails to win enough from 
either of the two big manufacturers (it is assumed 
that if he gets GAW from one, the others will fol 
low more or less automatically), he will be forced 
to strike either GM or Ford. 

And it might take a long strike to get what 
Reuther wants. 

In the meantime, in spite of the huge size of their 
companies, Curtice and Ford can be compared to 
two small boys with their fingers in the dike, with 
the rest of American industry in the valley behind 
them. For here’s one sure bet: 

If either of the two boys takes his finger out of 
the dike, it’s only a matter of time—a compara- 
tively short time—until the guaranteed annual wage 
is an established part of a growing number of labor 


contracts. 


predicts effects of a strike 


If a strike comes, then what? To find out the 
effects on truck deliveries of a work stoppage at 
either of the big manufacturer's, the editors queried 
Detroit. Here’s a last minute, teletyped report on 
truck production, stockpiling, and deliveries from

Whole new wage pattern? Washington reports it's likely 





Two years ago, the International Brotherhood 
of Teamsters AFI in St. Louis, Mo. signed 
separate contract agreements with more than fifty 
warehouse operators. All the pacts had one provi 
sion in common—the guaranteed annual wage 

Early this year, the Teamsters won new contracts 
with these clauses: a $75 guaranteed weekly wage 
for 60 thousand over-the-road drivers in the central 
states; a guarantee of 40 hours pay for every sched 
uled workweek for 100 thousand local cartage driv 


ers in midwest cities 

Why didn’t the annual wage issue hit the head 
lines when the teamsters wrapped up their con 
tracts? Why is it a suddenly critical issue when 
GAW plans were in effect as long as 60 years ago? 
Answers to these questions will put in focus the 
happenings in Detroit, and the effects that are sure 
to be felt throughout the nation. 

That's the first clue. Whatever agreement comes 
from negotiations between the auto union and the 
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motor firms will extend first to coordinated in 


dustries, such as glass producers and auto parts 


makers. Then it will carry over to electrical, rub 
ber and other industries where similar GAW plans 
are ready for 1955 bargaining. And what happens 
in Detroit will have a more important effect on 
trucking than the individual teamster contracts of 
the last two years. 

This is because Reuther’s UAW is bargaining 
for an entire industry; a pace setter and a pattern 
setter for labor and management. The UAW-General 
Motors pact of five years ago contained two new 
types of clauses providing for annual pay increases 
to reflect the rise in production and the rise in the 
cost of living. These terms were quickly picked 
up throughout other industry contracts. 

Now, the guaranteed annual wage is on the firing 
line. It contains all the dramatic elements, pro and 
con, of the relationship between union and employ 
er because it’s centered in the auto industry. 

Reuther was well aware of these elements when 
he started drumming up the drive for the GAW 
In the past two years, he has turned in a top selling 
job to the American public. He has the GAW on 
everyone's lips. When his teards sat down with the 
auto companies to start final bargaining, every 
one knew what they were talking about. 

The UAW’s fiery red-head, privately, doesn't 
contemplate winning a full guaranteed wage. He'll 
take a revised, and cut-down version. The strategy 
at this point is to get a GAW foot in the door 
Advances can be won in future bargaining 

At this point, it isn’t clear just what the auto 
workers will get, if anything. Should the motor 
firms agree to the principle of a guaranteed wage 
with or without a strike, it will probably be for 
high seniority employees who generally aren’t laid 
off in production cycles anyway. 

But the principle of paying workers by the year. 
instead of the day or week, may be established 
That, in itself, is a revolutionary trend although 
it has come about in other, more stable industries 

But for the auto industry it’s another matter. 
Auto production is, traditionally, spasmodic. In 
part, cars are produc ed on consumer demand. Also, 
autos are produc ed to stir up that demand by in- 
troduction of new models. A cutback in buying 
means a slowdown in production, a model change 
over means a close-down for retooling. 

In both cases, auto employees are laid off. Last 
year, the layoff period was so slight that most 
employees had a full year’s work. But 1953 was a 
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different story, when layoffs ran into months—and 
this is when the UAW’s guaranteed wage drive 
was born. 

Reuther claims his UAW members do not want 
to get paid for not working. He says the strategy 
behind the annual wage is to get management to 
stabilize its production schedules for year-round 
work and that it can be done by better production 
methods, selling programs and the like. 

There's another angle in the UAW plan. It's 
aimed at the newly invented term-—automation 
that’s used to describe the new electronic equip 
ment that runs the machines. The union fear is that 
these machines will be introduced in such quanti 
ties that they will eliminate the need for workers 
and the idea behind the GAW is to force manage 
ment to go slow in adding the automated equip 
ment, if it would force costly layoffs,

anteed annual wage? There are objections, both in 


principle and practice 


e If the auto industry was forced to stabilize pro 
duction, it would be at a low level to assure that 
all employees could be worked the year round 
The traditional urge of private initiative to out 
produce and outsell rival dealers would be lost 
Fewer employees would be needed to man the pro 


duction lines. which would react against the union 


e Management suffers from the ups and downs of 
production, as well as labor. Stabilization is a good 
thing, but it’s part of management operations and 
should not be regulated by the union 


e Companies would be forced out of business by 
the high costs of the guaranteed annual wage. Any 
business downturn would require layoffs, but the 
company’s payroll costs would continue while its 


profits dropped 


e Workers should not get paid for not working; 
they would welcome a full paycheck while staying 
at home. Unemployment insurance is the proper 
system for taking care of the jobless——they should 
all be treated alike, without one select group of 
employees. 

Which side is going to come out on top is still 
the big question. But assuming some sort of annual 
wage plan is won by the auto workers, it will swell 
to other parts of the productive economy. The plan 
would certainly be moderate, but other unions will 
be more than glad to pick it up.

HERE ARE THE PRINCIPAL QUESTIONS which fleet 
owners have been asking in connection with the 
guaranteed annual wage plus a rundown on the 
other union demands. It’s an on-the-spot report 
from Detroit. 


9. Why has GAW become a major strike 
issue in 19557 


A. Main factor is that this is the first time since 
1950 that Reuther’s had a chance to make such a 
large demand. Contracts closed in 1950 for 5 years, 
except in 1953 when GM re-opened to shift part 
f the cost-of-living bonus into the base rate and 
ncrease pension contributions. 
While the auto contracts were closed, Reuther 
has had the chance to preac h GAW to his union 
embers and to the public at large. And to have 
detailed studies made. Then, auto layoffs in late 
953 and part of 1954 gave Reuther a springboard 
vanted for GAW demands. 


>. Is GAW the only UAW demand this year? 


A. Hardly. Other demands include (1) a straight 
irly increase; (2) transfer of cost-of-living fload 
rw 6¢) to base rates; (3) increased pensions; 

non-contributory financing of hospitalization 
ind medical-surgical care for active and retired 

UAW members and families, plus improved tem- 

porary disability protection; (5) increased over- 

time pay; (6) adjustment of wage rates and classi- 
fications where advanced manufacturing processes 
und techniques are installed (the “automation” 
clause}. 

UAW also claims it has been “shortchanged” 
by industry in computation of escalator index. 

Wants 5.3¢ now just to catch up. 


9. What does Reuther really think he can 
get out of his package demands? 


A. Of course he doesn't expect to get all that he 
has asked for—he’s simply packed his demands 
so he'll have bargaining flexibility. He can shuck 
off the demand for increased insurance, or pen- 
sions, or the automation clause without anybody 
in the union protesting too much. He can be ex- 
pected to cling to some sort of GAW to the bitter 
end, however. 


9. What would GAW cost the industry? 


A. Cost estimates vary all over the lot. The simple 
truth is, nobody knows the price tag on GAW. It’s 
reported that the union figures GAW will cost about 
20¢ an hour. If this figure is anywhere near cor- 
rect, it could cost the industry a minimum of $375 
million annually, simply in payments to a reserve 
fund to be drawn upon when needed. An uncon- 
firmed rumor puts a settlement cost at 10¢ an hour. 
Until a settlement is down in black and white, it 
will be impossible to accurately forecast GAW 
costs—and it won't be a simple matter, even then. 


9. What is GAW likely to do to the price of 
trucks? 


A. Undoubtedly, any substantial GAW plan will 
result in increased prices for cars and trucks. Man- 
ufacturers are not likely to pass the entire cost 
along to consumers, but a substantial part of it will 
end up on the vehicles’ price tags. How much this 
will be in dollars and cents will, again, have to wait 
for a definite settlement. 


G. Are the auto companies presenting a 
united front? 


A. They are, and they aren't. There is liaison be- 
tween GM and Ford, but to what extent is not 
known. And as bargaining started last month, there 
were indications from Detroit that Ford’s and GM’s 
negotiating teams would not be adverse to compli- 
cating things for each other. 

UAW can be expected to exploit any chinks in 
the auto makers’ armor. The union, in negotiating 
with one company on GAW and the other on non- 
GAW items, could put both companies on the spot. 
Once UAW got its separate and partial settlements, 
it would put them both together and insist that 
both companies take the sum. 


9. Any chance of settlement on the basis of 
a straight wage increase? 


A. Very little. Reuther would find it easier to get 
direct wage boosts in excess of 10c than he will to 
get GAW. Public would favor that to GAW, also. 
But it would have to be a big package; even then, 
UAW would likely stick by principle.

What You Should Look For When 
You're Inspecting a Carburetor 


The accurate calibration of a carbure- 
tor must be maintained if it is to oper- 
ate efficiently. This can only be done 
by careful inspection during overhaul. 


Here is an inspection procedure that 
will help you to retain the efficiency 
designed into your carburetor. 
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Wear can have a big effect on the performance 
of a carburetor—but to the unpracticed eye this 
wear is not readily apparent. Therefore, it does 
little good to go to the trouble of disassembling 
a carburetor unless you know what you are looking 
for. The inspection procedure on these pages is 
presented to assist you in correcting carburetor 
trouble. It has been developed by the Rochester 
Products Division of General Motors for Chevrolet 
Model B carburetor. In general, however, these 
inspections apply to all carburetors.

Among other things it 
showed that drivers like uniforms. The number of 
companies reporting drivers in favor was 323, com- 
pared with 92 companies returning negative replies. 

4 neat uniform helps to build up driver morale 
gives him pride in his job and the company he 
works for. Another reason the uniform is popular is 
that it relieves the driver of a difficult problem 
keeping work clothes clean. Often these work clothes 
are so heavily soiled with grease and tar, they have 
to be washed separately from the family wash. And 
usually the ordinary washing machine won't remove 
these heavy stains. 

Greater safety is another factor. The Institute of 
Industrial Launderers has done a great deal of work 
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with the National Safety Council and the American 
Standards Association in getting the safety hazards 
and “bugs” out of work garments. And there is 
more to this than you might expect. 

The man with loose or dangling sleeves, floppy 
pocket flaps or loose apron strings, may get near 
the hungry jaws of moving machinery—or the loose 
ends may catch onto an obstruction. Clothing rips 
and lost buttons can incite serious accidents, Cloth 
ing that becomes soaked with oil or gasoline be 
comes highly inflammable, so that just lighting a 
match may turn a man into a human torch, When 
drivers supply their own work clothes they are espe 
cially apt to continue to wear clothing that’s in a

form is difhcult unless you know what to look for 


ind what to avoid. As an example, let's take the ex 
perience of a major oil company which lost a small 
fortune because it made the wrong choice 

The uniform chosen for this company’s service 
stations was a real attention getter. It looked expen 
sive—and it was, Similar to the uniform worn by 
i certam tamous five-star general, it had elaborate 
pleats and other features. However, if the company 
had investigated, it would have found that not even 
the famous general wore this uniform in the field. 

The uniforms soon bes ame deeply embedded with 
dirt and grime. They couldn't be laundered because 
they were woolen. The service station men were sup- 
posed to have them dry cleaned at their own ex- 
pense. This, of course, meant that the uniforms were 
worn for days, even weeks, after they should have 
been cleaned, In a little while many of the service- 


men looked like they had just crawled out of a coal 
mine. But there was worse to come. The material 
used in the uniforms had been chosen without com- 
plete tests to see how it would stand up in service. 
After a few cleanings, it faded. 


Know-how about uniforms can really pay off « 
No uniform should be adopted without extensive 
wash tests. Does it fade? If so, how much? How 
much will it shrink? Would a less elaborate uniform 
do the job just as well? Here are some of the things 
you should know about fabrics, colors and buttons 
when you choose a uniform. 

Fabrics—Cotton is always superior in the work 
clothes field. It’s easy to launder and is more serv- 
iceable. In addition, it can be permanently vat-dyed 
to any color. 

Wool has the advantage of greater warmth, but 
it is impractical for year-round service. It is also 
quite costly and since it must be dry cleaned, the 
maintenance cost is high. 

Man-made fabrics, such as orlon and dacron, 
have certain advantages, since they are impervious 
to certain types of chemicals and other elements. 
These fabrics also have a pleasing appearance. The 
big disadvantage is the high cost, compared with 
natural fibers. Also, in most cases these synthetic 
fabrics are difficult to launder because they cannot 
withstand the high temperatures of the regular laun- 
dering process. 

Color—To a large extent this is determined by 
personal taste. But no matter what color you choose, 
make sure the fabric is given complete washing tests 
for fastness. Institute members constantly use the 
services of outside laboratories to test color fastness. 
At the same time. of course, the fabrics are tested 
for shrinkage, tensile strength, and ease with which 
soil is removed. 

Light colors are preferable. It’s true that dark 
fabrics don’t show dirt the way lighter fabrics do. 
but the dirt is there just the same. And because it 
looks fairly presentable, the driver may continue 
wearing a uniform that’s unhealthy or unsafe, Also 
light colors are generally less costly 

suttons—Experience has shown that buttons are 
more satisfactory than mechanical closures because 
they're not as apt to fail on the job. 

Until a few years ago standard buttons on work 
clothes were causing a lot of headaches. After sev- 
eral launderings the buttons would wear thin and 
brittle, and they would frequently break during the 
pressing operation. Complaints of “shrinkage” were 
common. Button failures often added to the cost of 
laundering because the garments would have to be 
removed from the laundry conveyor lines in order 
to replace the buttons 

But constant research and testing have resulted 
in a new plastic button that withstands repeated 
washings without breaking. It doesn’t wear thin or 
brittle, and it’s almost immune to shrinking

Gas Turbine Has a 
Future—But When? 


By Henry Jennings + Technical Editor 


THE FUTURE (IF ANY) OF THE GAS TURBINE ENGINE has 
been a matter of speculation in automotive circles for 
years. Just recently, to find out what the top production 
men in the industry thought about the matter, National 
Petroleum News wound up a six month survey of their 
opinions. 

NPN. which is another McGraw-Hill publication 


came up with these conclusions—or forecasts 


e The great majority of automotive and oil industry 
engineers believe that gas turbines for automotive 


vehicles will be in substantial production within 10 years 


e More than half of them believe that vehicles so 
powered will be visible on our highways within five 


years 


Further, there is a wide difference of opinion as to 
whether the turbine will arrive in the passenger car 
field first, and then in the commercial vehicles as a by 
product; or whether the turbine is a natural for com 
mercial vehicles and may not invade the passenger car 
held at all 

There is a maverick here and there who does not be- 
lieve that the gas turbine has a piace in ground vehicles 
in the first place. 

One research engineer believes the gas turbine will 
be an important factor in ground vehicles in \ number 
of years. But he cautions that piston engines are get 
ting better at an ever increasing rate, and that every 
improvement in them will make it harder for the tur 
bine to launch an invasion. 

He further believes that progress in the development 
in the turbine will be so quiet that it will appear to be 
no progress at all, and then suddenly it will be here 

The box on this page gives the experts’ opinions on 


gas turbine engine production for the next 20 years 


From the estimates, it can readily be seen that the 


coefficient of optimism is elasti: 
In evaluating these figures, it should be remembered 
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that there are those who do not think the gas turbine will 
ever be made in any substantial numbers. 

Also at present, so far as FLeeT Owner can deter- 
mine, not one manufacturer has spent a cent for produc- 
tion tools to manufacture gas turbines. It takes time 
to get up steam, even when ace ompanied by enthusiasm. 

The gas turbine started out as a powerplant which 
was inherently tough on fuel consumption, especially 
at part throttle. Early efforts at refinement disclosed 
the fact that it responded better than the researchers ex- 
pected to every design change to improve the rate of 
fuel consumption. 

Probably the most spectacular advance in the matter 
of fuel consumption was the heat regenerator first an 
nounced by Chrysler. Even then, all conversation about 
the mileage possible with the turbine as a power plant 
was extremely guarded 

The best anvone could gel was the fact that mileage 
was about the same as for a piston engine, and nobody 
knew what that was. It was also said that the turbine has 
some undesirable characteristics in its acceleration curve 
which will have to be overcome 

On the plus side, the proponents of the turbine point 
to the fact that the engine is light—it weighs only a 
fraction of the weight of the piston engine That no 
one can take away from them 

They also say that it is small, occupying less space 
That was true in the experiment il engine which Boeins 
placed in a Kenworth truck. The turbine installed in the 
Plymouth automobile fills the hood compartment as 
fully as the Plymouth piston engine. Perhaps the diffe: 
ence is the heat regenerator 

It is also said that the gas turbine is simpk 
That statement will be a lot more valid after the indus 
try has made a few turbines on a production line. As 
to the cost, which is said to be low, it follows that the 


cost will be in line with simplicity 


Will it make the grade? 


Another advantage listed is cheap fuel. This may be 
so, but it also may be that in refining the turbine, it 
will become more critical of its fuel. Anyone who has 
lived through much diesel progress has found out all 
about thal 

Suppose the use of expensive materials, the cost of 
accurate balancing, and the cost of close tolerances are 
minimized and the gas turbine turns out to be cheaper 
than the piston engine. Then certainly some of the 
money saved must be expe nded upon more ¢ flective and 
durable braking. The turbine gives no help in decelera 
tion, and this is an important factor 

The turbine has a hard row to hoe, since it must at 
least start where the piston engine leaves off. It must 
be comparable in price, performance, noise, odor, main 
tenance, and durability. In all these, the piston engine 
has a 50 year start on the turbine engine 

rhis is not to say that the turbine may not make it as 
soon as some of its enthusiasts think. 

If it does not, it will be because of the hold one or 
more of the above problems has on its development 
And nobody knows how tight that hold is

Three-Disk Method Speeds Repair 


A dent or small tear in body sheet metal is not 


erious in itself, but after it has been exposed to the 
orrosive action of road grime and moisture it will 
become larger. Eventually such damage will reach 
the point where it takes major repair work to cor 
rect it. 

The best protection against this costly damage is 
to repair the dents, scratches and tears while they 
are still small 

A three-abrasive disk method of repair, which is 
said to reduce repair time by about 30 per cent, has 
been developed by the Minnesota Mining and Manu 
facturing Co 

First of all. the area around the damage must be 
thoroughly cleaned of all road tar, scum oil, grease 
and wax. This step is often overlooked or skipped 
for the sake of speed—but it is a costly and time 
consuming omission 

The omission causes sanding disks to wear out 
prematurely. Foreign matter between the disk and 
sheet metal surface causes deep scratches in the 


metal. The whole operation will take longer because 
extra time is required to sand out these scratches 

After being cleaned, the dents are dinged or 
bumped out, taking care to avoid stretching or 
breaking the metal. 

An aluminum oxide, fiber combination disk, grit 
16 is recommended for the first disk sanding. 

After the rust is removed, the contour and smooth- 
ness is restored to the metal. Then the metal is pre- 
pared for final surfacing with an aluminum oxide, 
fiber combination closed coat disk, grit 24. This disk 
cuts down weld and solder spots and smoothes out 
scratch marks and surface irregularities. Any low 
spots revealed by this sanding operation can now 
be dinged out. 

The dented area, restored to contour, is now con- 
ditioned with a grit 50A disk of the same type used 
previously. (Letter following numeral indicates 
weight of disk backing.) 

The three-disk procedure described here is per- 
formed with one disk in many shops. 
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2. REMOVE SAND and dust from area by sanding, 
use grit 16 type disk. Rotate disk to cross scratch lines 


of Small Dents 


The difference between the two according to the 


3M company is this: 

If you employ the one-disk method a grit 24 or 36 
closed coat disk is used and it will take between 15 
and 18 minutes for the job (an average determined 
after performing approximately 100 comparable 
paint jobs). The single disk is slow cutting in the 
removal of rust and paint, and leaves deep scratches 
when conditioning the metal 

On the other hand, the three-disk method tested 
in the same manner, takes approximately 11 min- 
utes, including time to change disks. 

For better blending of the repaired area with the 
original finish the area should be featheredged with 
an aluminum oxide feathering disk, either grit 80 o1 
100. Mask around the area being repaired with pa- 
per that is resistant to both paint and lacquer. 

Apply prime coat and then wet sand with a silicon 
carbide paper using grit 280A by hand or 220A 
with an oscillating sander. Care should be taken not 
to cut through primer coat. 
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holding at 20 deg angle with 1 in. of outer circum- 


ference in contact. 


3. RESTORE CONTOUR and condition metal for 
priming with next two disking operations. This is 
done with a type A disk in grits 24 and 50.

One-Step PM Is Best 
For This Small Fleet 


Why? Because it has proven to be not only the most 
practical but also the most economical for the Post 
Cereal Division of General Foods Corporation in 
Battle Creek, Michigan. Two mechanics and a helper 
working on a 48-hour week keep the 19-vehicle fleet 
running smoothly 


Additional responsibilities include a farm tractor, 


17 fork lifts, 18 pieces of miscellaneous gasoline en- 
gine plant equipment and about 100 hours monthly 
in minor repairs to executive cars. 

The Post fleet, consisting of five tractor-trailers 
and nine trucks of various types, is devoted to inter- 
plant shuttle service and plant maintenance duty. 
Mileage is low, units averaging 100-150 miles a 
week, but engines are constantly idling and the ter- 
rain is hilly. 

lo meet these demands Marvin DeMond, shop su- 
perintendent, has set up what he calls a one-step PM 
program. This consists of rigid inspection every 
1000 miles (300 hours for fork lifts) which requires 
a full half-day to complete. At that time the helper 
lubricates and washes the vehicle and changes the 
oil. Filters are changed when oil begins to get dirty 

about every other time. Meanwhile. the mechani: 
goes over the complete chassis and body. A check 
sheet insures inspection of all wear points. 

The biggest share of the work done is engine tune- 
up with an occasional brake and clutch replacement 
No set mileage is used for parts replacement. They 
are replaced as needed. Vehicles are replaced on a 
five-year program, and most of them are scheduled 
for replacement this year. So far none of these have 
required re-ringing or valve jobs in spite of long

idle periods. DeMond credits this to the regular oil 
and filter changes. 

In between inspections driver complaint sheets 
are used as a guide for trouble. Drivers have been 
trained to look for trouble, and esper ially to watch 
the battery charging rate. The short runs are hard 
on batteries and a spare is kept on the charging line 
for each truck. Battery water is checked twice 
weekly. 

The shop is equipped to handle all unit overhauls 
and keeps spare carburetors, generators, regulators, 
distributors, etc., on hand for quick replacement 
These units are rebuilt during slack periods. A hoist 
is used for smaller vehicles and a pit was recently 
installed to allow easier servicing on heavy units. It 
is a considerable improvement over creepers for 
servicing and inspections and has cut down the time 
required considerably. 

DeMond is always looking for a way to improve 
the shop too. In the near future they plan to modify 
the layout and add more shelves for tools and parts 
storage. This change along with the purchase of 
tune-up equipment is expected to increase efhiciency 
considerably.

Iwo TRUCKS ARE WHEELING side by side down a 
highway on a dark night at 40 miles per hour.

shield see the object? Simultaneously? One-half 
second later? One or more seconds later ? 

This question has been in the minds of many fleet 
owners since heat absorbing windshields were first 
introduced in 1950 

There has already been one answer: The Orlando 
tests, first reported in 1953, indi« ated an average 
reduction of nighttime seeing distance with heat ab- 
sorbing windshields of only three per cent as com- 
pared with conventional windshields 

But the question was later raised as to whether 
the conditions of these tests were severe enough to 
show the maximum difference in nighttime seeing 
distance under extremely adverse circumstances 
such as a black object on a bla k-top road. 

To answer the question for once and all, the re- 
sults of 17,000 individual observations of “seeing 
distance” have recently been announced. These ob- 
servations were made in tests carried out coopera- 
tively by the Automobile Manufacturers Associa 
tion, General Electric, and General Motors. 

These represented some 14,000 observations more 
than the number making up the Orlando tests, and 
the task of the observers was made much more dif 
ficult. This was accomplished by using a black-top 
road instead of concrete, blacker obstacles, and by 
reducing illumination from the headlights. 

And the difference in “seeing distance” was still 
only three per cent 

This means that the second driver in the example 
referred to above would travel nine feet closer to 
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“ AVERAGE SEEING DISTANCE in 


feet for six observers as two cars ap- 
proach each other at night is plotted 
for both conventional and heat ab- 
sorbing windshields. The first points 
at the left represent a secing dis- 
tance of approximately 420 feet. As 
the two cars approached, and glare 
from opposing headlights increased, 
seeing distance began to drop off. 
There is a sharp drop when cars are 
1500 feet apart, when both drivers 
depressed their headlight beams. 
The seeing distance through heat 
absorbing windshield is only slightly 
less than through conventional glass 


at any point.

the object before spotting it—a negligible distance 

More important than the three per cent figure is 
the fact that the “seeing distance” figures shown o1 
the diagram above represent threshold values. Our 
two drivers will see the object at respectively, 100 
feet and 291 feet 

This nine foot difference at 40 mph is traveled 
in only 3,20 of one second. It is only during these 
three-twentieths that the driver with the conven 
tional windshield has an advantage 

At distances greater than 300 feet, neither driver 
sees the obstacle; at all distances less than 291 feet 
both drivers see the obstacle 

This hypothetical case assumes that both drivers 
are looking in the direction of the obstacle at the 
exact time the two vehicles reached threshold seeing 
distances. But under actual driving conditions, the 
drivers might not be looking in the direction of the 
obstacle at that particular instant at all 

Or the obstacle at that point might be obscured 
by a rise or curve in the road, or it might actually 
enter the road after the two drivers passed their 
threshold seeing distances. Any of these circum 
stances would change the situation completely 

For ex ample suppose that both drivers happened 
to look toward the obstacle when they were 290 feet 

it. Neither driver would then have an advan 

» because they would both see the object at the 
same time 

Summed up in terms of driving safety, any loss 


in the distance at which objects are first detected 
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can occur only at this “threshold seeing distance.” 
After passing this point, the distance at which the 
object is seen is identical regardless of type of 
windshield; obviously, this distance is that between 
vehicle and obstacle. 


Here's how the tests were run 


The observations were made on a stretch of black- 
top pavement 1.2 miles long. Twelve targets or ob- 
stacles, made to simulate pedestrians, were distrib- 
uted along each side of the road. The object of the 
test was to determine the distance at which each of 
these obstacles could first be detected when driving 
on the test course 

Iwo cars were started simultaneously from opp 
site ends of the course and approached each other 
at a speed of 40 mph. The drivers used upper bean 
headlighting for road illumination until the two cars 
were 1500 feet apart; they then depressed to lower 
beams and passed each other at the center of the 
course 

The driver and each of the two passengers in the 
front seat of each car acted as observers, electrically 
recording the exact moment at which each target 
was sighted 

Tests were run under four different experimental 
conditions, varving the reflectance es of the targets 
and quality of headlight illumination. A total of 4 
320 observations were made under each of the four 


sighting conditions 


Here's what they found out 





After analyzing all the data accumulated from the 
observations, the test committee concluded that 

1. The average reduction in nighttime secing dis 
tance observed in the tests on changing from cor 
ventional to tinted windshields was three per cent 

2. There is no trend toward any greater reduction 
in seeing distance even when illumination and tar- 
get contrast are reduced to make the seeing task 
very difficult. 

3. The reduction in seeing distance with heat ab 
sorbing glass is not affected consistently by good 
or poor eyesight 

1. For the driver of a moving car, the three per 
cent difference exists only at the instant of “thresh 
old seeing” when the object is just coming inte view 

5. A change in average night driving speed of 
only three per cent would completely compensate 
for the observed change in threshold seeing dis- 
tance. Since most drivers generally adjust their 
night driving speeds to values which they consider 
safe under existing conditions, including visibility, 
they may automatically apply this correcton. 





Highway Bill Outlook Dim—

That will be an election year, and Con 
gress is under no obligation to enact highway legisla 
tion until then. The present Federal-Aid Highway Act 
of 1954 covers a two-year period and doesn't require 
another law ‘til next session, if Congress wants to wait 

It's anybody's guess what the new law will look like 
when it comes. Congress is agreed on only one point 
the need for more and better highways. Beyond that. 
majority sentiment in both parties leans toward a big 
ger federal share, especially to the interstate system. 

Still muddied are the major questions of how big a 
share the federal government should take on and how it 
should finance the cost. There are wide differences over 
the amount the government ought to chip in each year 
and even sharper conflicts over the method of finan 
ing—whether by direct highway appropriations in the 
traditional pattern or by sale of special bond issues 


that wouldn't show up in the federal debt 


The administration's bill... 


for bond-issue financing of a 10 year $25 billion 
onstruction job on the interstate system has taken a 
severe battering in Senate hearings. The roads subcom- 
mittee had planned to conclude the hearings in April 
and then consider the writing of a bill to report to the 
Senate. It was clear that the committee would give 
short shrift to the administration plan. 

Instead, any bill coming out of the Senate group 
would probably stick to the conventional pattern of 
federal aid, with a sizable step-up in funds and a re 
duction of the states’ share of costs for projects on the 
10,000-mile interstate system. That’s what Sen. Albert 
Gore (D., Tenn.), subcommittee chairman, proposes 
in his own bill. Less likely to get committee support is 
a recent bill by Sen. Francis Case (R., S.D.). former 
chairman, who would pay part of the cost by charging 
license fees of $300 to $1,200 for trucks over 20,000 Ib 
and by collecting tolls at bridges and tunnels on the 
interstate system. 

Otherwise, the Case bill is a compromise between 
the administration and Gore proposals. The American 
Trucking Assns. blasted Case’s special tax proposal at 


a Senate hearing. ATA spokesmen assailed the suggested 
truck fees as a discriminatory tax on a selected class of 
vehicles that already are paying heavy taxes to the 
states and the federal government. 

Case’s program would authorize up to $5 billion of 
revenue bonds to be paid off out of earnings from fees 
and tolls. The administration plan proposes up to $21 
billion of bonds, to be retired by earmarking federal 
motor fuel tax revenues in excess of $623 million a 
year for 30 years. Regular federal aid to other interstate 
roads would be limited to $600 million a year during 
that time. 


Without House prodding ... 


. the Senate committee might not get out a bill at all 
this year. The House roads subcommittee started hear 
ings on April 18 that are expected to last six weeks. 
Some time in June, the House group will likely report 
a bill of its own. 

The House hearings give the administration plan its 
first chance for a thorough airing without the competi- 
tion of rival bills. All the House bills before the com- 
mittee are based on the proposal worked out by the 
President’s special highway advisers, headed by Gen 
Lucius Clay. The committee is trving to hold witnesses 
strictly to these two issues: 


e Federal financing for the interstate system. 


e Federal aid for other roads in the 700,000 mile 
federal network. 


When the hearings end, the House roads subcom- 
mittee will draft a bill to be introduced by its chair- 
man, George H. Fallon (D., Md.). This bill may go a 
good part of the way toward endorsing the President's 
urgent plea for fast completion of the interstate system 
with federal funds. But it probably will balk at the bond 
financing scheme recommended by Ike’s highway group. 
(nd it almost certainly will shy away from the admini 
stration proposal to reimburse the states for toll roads 
constructed as part of the interstate network. 


Congress is not ready... 


. .. to vote any kind of radically new highway bill des 
pite whatever comes out of House and Senate com 
mittees this year. Aside from political considerations 
that favor a holdover until next year. Congressional 
leaders are so divided and downright perplexed over 
the best course to take that no legislation now proposed 
appears to have a chance for enactment this session. 

But agitation this year is building up steam for a 
bigger highway program. When a new law is passed, it 
is sure to do two things—(1) increase the federal con- 
tribution and (2) emphasize completion of the inter- 
state system, with its urban connections.

WHEN THE SHOP CREW at Consoli- 
dated Freightways was called in 
recently to straighten some sagging 
dock plates, the boys took a good 
long look at the plates to see if they 
could prevent a re-occurrence. By 
the time they were finished, they 
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had not only remedied the say 
ging; they had made a safer plate 
and one that was easier to handle. 
Cost of this job was approximately 
$17 for materials and labor. 

The standard ramps at CF termi- 
nals are extra long, in order to 


reach over a “stepped” portion of 
dock which permits truck doors to 
open more easily. The ramps are 
5 ft long and 44% ft wide. To pre- 
vent sagging, they're made of 4 
in. steel plate, with side rails and 
longitudinal stiffening ribs of 2 in. 
angle iron. Capacity of the ramps 
is up to 10,000 Ib. 

However, in daily use over a pe- 
riod of time the plates do sag; this 
creates a raised lip at each end 
which can jolt freight off a wheeled 
cart or fork lift truck 
workman to trip and injure him- 
self. 


The shop crew reasoned this 


or cause a 


way: Since the plates were already 
as heavy as they could be and still 
remain manageable, the most prac- 
tical way to stiffen the plates and 
reduce sagging was to reduce the 
length. But a shorter plate would 
require positive anchorage at one 
end. The edge of the dock was re- 
inforced with 4 in. angle iron—if 
this could be used to provide an- 
chorage, the plates could be short- 
ened by 14 in. 

The crew went to work and 
welded brackets to the angle iron 
edge. These were positioned so that 
the plate would be flush with the 
dock floor. The mating bracket on 
the dock plate was a length of 
angle iron which was welded to the 
underside of the plate. 

The hanger brackets were spaced 
to permit moving the plate as 
needed. The first straight-angle 
bracket proved inflexible, so in or- 
der to accommodate varying truck 
floor heights, the shop tried a 
curved bracket with wider open- 
ing. This bracket permitted the 
plate to accommodate floor heights 
from 44 to 55 in. 

At the trailer end, the plate was 
heated and bent to a long down- 
ward curving lip as required by the 
highest vehicles. Side rails were 
cut back and provided with an eye- 
let and chain at each corner. The 
chain was canvas wrapped at the 
end so it could be lifted without in- 
jury to the hands. 

When this shorter, stiffer plate 
was put into use it worked out so 
well that approval was secured for 
revamping all CF loading steels.

Special authorities are created by 
new Alabama and Georgia laws for 
highway building. The Alabama law 
establishes a highway corporation 
with authority to issue up to $50 mil- 
lion in bonds. The securities would 
be amortized from a l¢ increase in 
the gas and diesel fuel tax. 

The Georgia law creates a Rural 
Roads Authority empowered to issue 
up to $100 million in revenue bonds. 
Part of the funds now going to coun- 
ties for road maintenance would be 
used by the Georgia highway depart- 
ment to pay rental on the projects 
leased to them by the Authority. 

No report is available on the out- 
come of bond issue proposals in other 


states 


Gas and diesel taxes ... 


. came in for their share of legis- 
lative wrangling both on the federal 
and state scenes. 

In Congress, the federal gasoline 
and diesel fuel tax rates were extend- 
ed at their present level (2 cents) until 
April 1, 1956. An automatic 
tion to 14 cents per gallon would 


reduc - 


have been made on April 1, 1955, if 
the action had not been taken. 

Currently, the federal gasoline ex- 
cise tax is netting Uncle Sam about 
$1 billion for general revenue pur- 
poses. The diesel excise brings in 
about $28 million, also for general 
uses. There was some talk in Con- 
gress of limiting gasoline and diesel 
tax receipts to road financing, but no 
action resulted. 

Increases in state gasoline taxes 
was one of the predominating fea- 


tures of legislative action this spring. 
In some states, increases were as high 
as 2 cents a gallon on gasoline and 6 
cents on diesel fuel. 

Fuel tax increases were introduced 
in no less than 21 states. 


Size, weight increases . .. 


. were considered in several states. 
New Mexico's legislature approved a 
law that raises truck weight limits to 
a possible maximum of 86,400 lb 
gross weight plus a 20 per cent over- 
load allowance. 

Maximum height increases to 1312 
ft were considered by Michigan, Neb- 
raska and Wyoming. New Mexico 
passed an increase in the maximum 
height allowance to 134 ft. 

Arkansas’ legislature standardized 
its height and weight and length law 
and also clarified the penalties for 
violations. Arkansas legal height 
13% ft; width—8 ft; length—single, 
35 ft: bus, 40 ft; combinations, 50 
ft; load limits—18,000 lb per axle; 
32.000 lb tandem, and gross vehicle 
weight 56,000 Ib. 

Idaho has eliminated penalty for 
trucks less than 1000 lb overweight. 
Minnesota has increased combina- 
tion length limit to 50 ft. 


Colorado tax passed... 


. after bitter opposition from Colo- 
rado Motor Carriers Assn. The Col- 
orado legislature enacted a revision 
of the gross ton mile tax that is ex- 
pected to bring in at least $6.5 mil- 
lion in highway revenue annually. 

The new law taxes trucks at the 
rate of 0.8 mills per ton-mile on the 
weight of the vehicle (net tonnage) 
and 2 more mills per ton-mile on 
the weight of the cargo. The tax yield 
is supposed to be about $500,000 
less than the original gross tax, sched- 
uled to have gone into effect on Jan. 
1, 1955. 

Three states begin legislative ses- 
sions during April and May. They 
are Florida (April 5), Alabama (May 
3), and Louisiana (May 9).

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Struggle Over Trip Leasing Possible 
As Senate, ICC Hold Hearings 


lrip leasing is once more about to become a center 
of controversy in Washington. 

First, a new bill favoring the practice is now in Con 
gress, with hearings before the Senate subcommittee 
on surface transportation planned for early this month 

At the same time, the Interstate Commerce Commis 
sion is considering regulations limiting trip leasing. 

As generally accepted, trip leasing is defined as the 
practice of a carrier hiring a truck or trailer for a 
single one way or round trip in interstate commerce. At 
present, ICC regulations empower it to (1) require 
truck leases to be of at least 30 days duration, and 
(2) outlaw a percentage of revenue as the basis for 
computing payment for leased equipment 

The history of these two ICC regulations has been a 
confused one. ICC made the first trip leasing regulations 
on May 8, 1951, but the rules were not placed in effect 
pending court suits testing their validity. In January 
1953, before the rules were put into effect, legislation 
was introduced in Congress to take trip leasing regula- 
tion powers away from ICC, 

The Commission was asked at that time not to place 
the rules into effect until Congress could act on the pro- 
posal. Further postponements came as a result of ICC 
hearings, until the present effective date of March 1, 
1956 was arrived at. 

On April 7, in Washington, the ICC began hearings 
on the controversial trip leasing subject. No new ma- 
terial that would lead to immediate ICC action has been 


introduced as yet, however. 


On the legislative front... 


Sen. Smathers (D., Fla.) and Sen. Monroney (D 
Okla.} have introduced in the Senate a bill (S. 898) 
that would strip from the ICC both of its trip leasing 
regulatory powers. 

The Smathers-Monroney bill is the same as H.R 
\203, introduced during the last Congress by Rep. 
Charles Wolverton (R., N. J.). The bill was passed by 
the House, but died in committee in the Senate. Sma- 
thers is chairman of the Senate subcommittee on surface 
transportation considering a new bill. Other members 
are Senators Daniel (D., Tex.), Thurmond (D., S.C.), 
Schoeppel (R., Kan.) and Purtell (R., Conn.). Counsel 
for the hearings is Harold I. Baynton, former assis- 
tant attorney general. 


The Smathers-Monroney bill . . . 


would amend the Interstate Commerce Act with 
respect to ICC’s authority to regulate the use by motor 
carriers of vehicles not owned by them. The authority 
is extended to vehicles under lease contract or some 
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other arrangement, if they are used in the furnishing 
of property transportation. S. 898 would revise the 
Act to read “. . . nothing in this part shall be construed 
to authorize the Commission to regulate the duration 
of any such lease, contract, or other arrangement for 
the use of any motor vehicle, or the amount of com- 
pensation to be paid for such use.” 

Its sponsors feel that the bill has a good chance to 
get out of committee and to go before Congress this 
session. Their confidence is based on the fact that the 
House passed the same bill last year and that they now 
have sufficient support to carry it through the Senate 


The trip leasing controversy ... 


stems from the fact that lease arrangements are 
called unfair by some common carriers. 

A carrier using largely owner-operated trucks can 
quote a lower rate to a shipper than carriers who oper 
ate their own trucks and trailers. He can do this be 
cause he doesn’t have to foot the bill for truck main 
tenance and expenses, 

The usual procedure in trip leasing is to give the 
owner a percentage of the revenue. These practices hit 
railroads and large trucking concerns, who argue that 
the resultant lower rates represent unfair competition 

Owner-operators benefit from trip leasing because 
they are able to get return trips where otherwise they 
might be forced to dead-head 

ICC quotes this figure—admittedly a guess—that 
100,000 owner-operators are engaged in trip leasing 
Most of them haul agricultural products, but exactly 
how many there are is not known. The Commission 
claims it needs to eliminate trip leasing so it can main 
tain efficient checks on motor carrier operations. ICC 
says World War II was responsible for the widespread 
trip leasing practice that heldover in the postwar period

leasing setups. Secretary of Agriculture, Ezra T. Benson, 
says that without trip leasing, the U. S. farmer would 
be deprived of a flexible and economic means of moving 
his products to market. 

Trip leasing came under fire in the tentative draft of 
President Eisenhower's much discussed transportation 
committee report, which recently leaked out of Wash- 
ington (FLeet Owner, April "55, p 35). As rumored 
in Washington at one time anyway, one of the report's 
main points was the abolition of trip leasing. 

From all the smoke currently being raised about trip 
leasing, in and out of Congress, it seems safe to conclude 
that something will be done, one way or the other.

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Tax Changes to Help Carriers 


New methods of depreciation per- 
mitted by the new corporate income 
tax law should be of assistance to mo- 
tor carriers. 

That was the advice given to the 
Philadelphia chapter of the Pennsyl- 
vania Motor Truck Assn. by Harry 
FE. Boot, counsel for the ATA. 

He said the new rules allow high 
depreciation during the early life of 
equipment while the expenses are low 
and less depreciation in later life 


when maintenance costs pile up. 

Boot explained that under previous 
laws the straight-line method of de- 
preciation was about the only one 
used or allowed. 

If the declining balance method 
was used under the former law, tax- 
payers could apply a rate equal to 144 
times the straight-line rate of depre- 
ciation.

New Ship Will Carry Army Vehicles 


The Military Sea Transportation Service has asked 
for bids on a roll-on, roll-off ship for carrying military 
vehicles. In response to the call, the New York naval 
architect firm of George G. Sharp, Inc., came up with 
the ship shown above 

This 18,000-ton ship will carry fully-loaded vehicles 
as well as general cargo. Vehicles (trucks, tanks, scout 
cars and automobiles) can be driven aboard through 
ports in the right side of the bow and stern or through 
a ramp in the stern. 


After being taken aboard, trucks and tanks pass 
through tunnels under the superstructure then down 
a ramp in the center of the ship. An unusual feature of 
this design is that the decks are of successively lower 
headroom from top to bottom. This feature makes load 
ing easier as smaller vehicles load first and are consigned 
to the lowest deck.

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Clearing House Idea Is Spreading 


Here's a roundup of the latest develop- 
ments in clearing house plans for handling 
motor freight bills 


These plans are now operating in 27 cities 
and some of them cover customer freight 
as well as interline waybills 


Largely based on banking methods, the clearing house 
plans for motor freight payments were first developed to 
reduce the amount of paper shuffling involved in the han- 
dling of interline freight bills. They worked so well that 
they are now being extended to the payment of freight 
bills for shippers and receivers. 

The interline plan is now in operation in 26 areas and 
the customer freight plan is available in 13. Nine of these 
areas in each category are serviced by Transport Clear- 
ings, Inc., an industry-owned cooperative which covers 
large territories throughout the West. In the East, this 
customer freight plan was pioneered by Citizens and 
Southern National Bank of Atlanta, Ga. Now known as 
the C&S Plan, it got under way last June, and since then 
similar plans have been adopted by three other banks 
in the Southeast. Main offices of the industry cooperative 
and the banks offering these services are shown here, 
listed by state. 

The two systems—interline and customer freight pay- 
ment—are similar in that all member companies open 
special accounts with the bank or cooperative that han- 
dies the clearings. A special stamp is used to validate 
freight bills, which are then deposited and debited or 
credited to the accounts involved, One check at the end 
of a day or week covers all freight bills. A special form 
is supplied for adjustment of any overcharges or under- 
charges. 

Service charges range from 31¢ to 5¢ per item. Since 
this is primarily a collection service, the cost of customer 
freight payments is borne by the carrier, and the cost 
of the waybills is charged to the carrier to whom the 
money is paid. 

Plans are under way for extending the customer freight 
payment plans to airlines, steamship lines, railroads 
and freight forwarders. This will offer an indirect ad- 
vantage to fleet owner members since shippers and re- 
ceivers who use more than one type of transport will be 
more inclined to use the motor carriers that participate 
in the plan. 

Also, banks offering these two plans are cooperating 
as much as possible because they realize that standard- 
ization is necessary if large scale operators are to use

e Allow railroads and water carriers 
to charge lower rates for long hauls 
than for shorter ones. 
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° Legalize lower freight rates on 
large volume shipments to meet com- 


petition. 


e Allow the ICC authority to abolish 
individual train trips if such trips 
are losing money for a _ railroad. 
Under present regulations, the IC( 
can authorize abandonment of whole 


lines, but not individual train trips. 


e Continue the ICC’s power to fix 
minimum rates, in that minimum 
rates must cover all costs of opera- 
tion and maximum rates cannot be 


reduced below the cost of operation. 


The railroads wanted, but did not 
get, recommendations which would 
give them a free hand to go into the 
trucking business. Also, they wanted 
a recommendation to remove excise 
taxes on passenger and freight trans 
portation, as well as one to apply toll 
charges to users of all inland water 
ways. None of these recommendations 


appeared in the report 


One recommendation of interest to 
fleet owners is one which would give 
both rail and truck carriers more op 
portunity to put proposed rate 
changes into effect without prolonged 
waiting periods.

cause a lot of fire and fury, plus possible intervention 
by the government. 

This is because the Teamsters are on both sides of 
the bargaining table. While negotiating for wages with 
Montgomery Ward on the one hand, the union could 
be exercising some degree of management control on 
the other. 

In recent years, many unions have made it a practice 
to own some stock in the companies with which they 
bargain. But their control has been minute and, as far 
as can be determined, has never been used as a lever 
in management affairs. Beck’s decision to vote his 
union’s stock to support Avery marks a departure from 


this policy. 


Beck versus federal laws... 


. . . designed to restrict union invasion of management 
affairs, mainly through anti-trust regulations, is possible. 
Government officials are currently pondering the issue, 
but note that it’s a new situation requiring further study. 

There’s another angle. The National Labor Relations 
Board has ruled that it is permissible for unions to 
negotiate with management on terms of a contract that 
would provide company stock for employees as “bene- 
fits.” In its decision, however, the NLRB expressly 
noted that this stock should be voted by the union 
member as an individual employee, and not by the union 
as such. 

Beck’s stock deal goes much farther, with the union 
owning the stock—though basically it is the property 
of all union members—and voting it in a block. 

Heretofore, Beck has made a practice of buying into 
businesses with union funds purely as an investment. 
Other union leaders have frowned on the practice, and 
CIO President Walter Reuther has described the practice 
as a “violation of the public trust.” 


What Beck gained for the union... 


through the bargaining settlement is part of the 
record, although Avery’s benefits were still birds in the 
bush as FLeeT OWNER went to press: 
e The agreement will cover 15,000 employees, making 
up 95 per cent of mail order, warehouse, and retail 
employees in nine mail order houses, five retail stores, 
and two warehouses. 
e All employees belonging to the union must continue 
to pay dues until expiration of the central contract on 
June 1, 1956. All contracts must be negotiated within 
two months from the time of the Beck-Avery pact.

Baltimore, Denver, Fort Worth, and Oakland, and the 
warehouse in Detroit. 
e Mail order employees in Chicago, Portland, Kansas 
City and St. Paul will not get an automatic wage in- 
crease, since they received a 542 to 8% cent boost last 
year. However, they can be given merit increases.

An increase of bronchial asthma-a special medical problem of children—is in- 
dicated by the continued high birth rate, according to scientists. About one 
third of all cases begin before the age of 10. However, according to a recent 
study, if children (especially boys) develop asthma this early, they stand a 
70 per cent chance of outgrowing it in their teens. 


Treatment is complicated. There’s no one or sure cure. Usually the asthmatic 
attack itself can be controlled. Medication can be prescribed that halts a 
large majority of attacks within 15 minutes. The difficulty lies in tracing 
down the specific factors that bring on individual attacks: allergy, infection, 
heredity, hormone imbalance, anxiety. Pediatricians point out that secondary 
factors, such as fatigue and emotional upsets, greatly influence the frequency 
and severity of attacks. Successful treatment often hinges on the attitude the 
child—and his family—take toward his difficulties. 


If you're considering summer air-conditioning plans, now’s the time to put them into 
motion. Waiting too long will run you into the peak installation season—and 
consequent delay. Moreover, you may find shortages later on in the unit you 
want. Air conditioning has become so widely accepted that the industry has 
lately had trouble keeping up with demand. What kind of system you should 
have—and its cost—depend on two main factors. The first is the peculiarities 
of your particular home. The second is your needs in terms of what you expect 
the system to do. 


Here's a rundown of some general rules to guide you (remember that each case 
is different, and general rules don’t always apply). If you want to air-condition 
only one or two rooms, you will spend from $200 to $475 for each room unit, 
depending on size. You'll need the large size to handle a big living room. 
Don’t use room units for cooling the whole house except in unusual cases. 
Manufacturers say that it’s much cheaper to put in a central cooling system, 
or a combination heating-cooling system. 


The cost of putting in central cooling depends on a lot of factors. Insulation is one, 
of course. And a house in the shade will require less cooling than one sitting 
where the sun beats down on it. Thus expect the cost for central air condition- 
ing in a three-bedroom, 1,200 sq ft house to run all the way from $1,000 to 
$2,000. (You’ll need a two-ton unit for a house with 1,200 sq ft of living space, 
a three-ton unit from 1,200 to 1,800, and so on.) 


You're in luck if your house has a warm air heating system with good sized 


ducts. If it’s in good shape, add a packaged cooling unit to it and you’ re air- 
conditioned. But if it’s a gravity warm air system, or a forced draft system 
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more than five years old, your best bet would be to rip out the old furnace, 
install a year round heating-air-conditioning system. (Cost: $1,250 to $1,600.) 
You'll pay more, of course, to air-condition a house heated by hot water or 
steam—although in some cases not so much more as you might expect. Ducts 
and all might go into a 1,200 sq ft single story house for between $1,350 and 
$1,750. 


it will cost you least of all to air-condition a house at the time you are building it, 
say most manufacturers. Most economical system is probably year round air 
conditioning. A two-ton unit in the 1,200 sqft house costs from $500 to $1,000 
more than a heating unit alone. You should easily offset that through savings 
in construction costs. For example, you can eliminate window screens, put in 
less expensive fixed windows, forget about an attic fan. And you get more 
freedom of design in planning doors, windows, walls. 


Apartment dwellers are naturally best off with room conditioners. A 1/3 to 
1/2 ton unit will cool an average bedroom; a 3/4 to 1 ton size will handle a 
living room. 


By now your power lawn mower should have had a professional motor overhaul or 
tuneup, complete lubrication, and blade-sharpening. But don’t assume that 
that is all the attention it will need during the season. For peak efficiency, 
and minimum frustration, follow these rules: 


«Always use clean gasoline and oil. Dirt and dried grass in the gas or tank 
are one of the most common causes of motor trouble. 

Keep your mower dry. Always store it under cover, and never use a hose to 
wash it. 

e Don't mow too close to the edge of an elevated concrete walk; a sharp im- 
pact may throw the mower out of adjustment. 

Keep all bolts tight by using a wrench and screwdriver frequently. That 
insures against strain, breakage of parts, excessive wear. 


Remember that ao power mower can be dangerous. A stone picked up by a fast 
moving blade can fly like shrapnel. So it’s a good idea to rake the lawn light- 
ly to remove hidden sticks and stones. 


It's a good idea to review the safety rules of bicycle riding, especially if you have 
children. Warmer weather means more highway traffic. Basic rule for cyclists, 
young and old, to remember is that a bike is a vehicle. It is subject to most 
of the same traffic laws as automobiles, and to even greater safety rules. 
Using proper hand signals and observing warning signs and traffic lights are 
essential. 


Check the bike itself. It should have a headlight and a rear reflecter for after- 
dark riding, a basket to keep both hands free. Also, kids’ bikes are often too 
big for them. That increases the danger of losing control. A bicycle is the 
right height if the rider can stand with the balls of both feet solidly on the 
ground while straddling the bar.

FINANCIAL AID TO HIGHER EDUCATION 


Business Help for Our Colleges 
A Job for All Business Firms 


IN recent months, individual business firms 
have announced the adoption of a variety of 
plans, both imposing and ingenious, for finan- 
cial aid to higher education in the United States. 
In doing so, they have taken a lead in dealing 
with a problem of transcendent importance both 
to the business community and to our nation as 
a whole. 

Previous editorials in this special series have 
shown that: 

|. Our colleges and universities, and par- 
ticularly the independent, privately endowed 
institutions, are in grave financial difficulties. 

2. These difhculties promise to become 
much more acute in the years immediately 
ahead unless extraordinary steps are taken 
to relieve them. 

3. A financially crippled system of higher 
education is a major national menace. 

If, however, the business community is 
to play an adequate part in helping our 
colleges and universities financially, the 
plans adopted by business firms thus far 
constitute merely a beginning and a set of 
guide posts. What is required is a general 
movement on the part of business firms 
to go to the financial aid of higher educa- 
tion. Such a movement would involve a myriad 
of individual company plans which, in the na- 
ture of the case, cannot be expected to bring 


great renown oF public ity to thei: sponsors. 
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Rescue Operation Is Feasible 


For the business community as a whole it is 
feasible to make a major and possibly a decisive 
contribution to pulling out colleges and univer 
sities back on their feet financially, One percent 
of business profits before taxes would do it, In 
1954 business profits before taxes were about 
$35 billion. If one percent of these profits, o1 
$350 million, were contributed to our independ 
ent, privately endowed « ollege sand universities 
it would enable these institutions (1) to increase 
the salaries they pay by $200 million a year 
and (2) to provide $150 million more for mod 
ernization and maintenance of their establish 
ments. In the opinion ol competent authoritic 
this would put these institutions in relatively 
good working order financially, a process to 
which a matching grant of $50 million by the 
Ford Foundation for the improvement ot ta ulty 
salaries will make a large contribution, It would 
add about one-fourth to thei present annual out 
lay of about $1.4 billion. 

Such a contribution from business would not 
meet the needs of the independent institutions 
for new buildings and equipment required to ac- 
commodate the great increase in college enroll. 
ment anticipated in the years immediately 
ahead. Neither would it relieve the financial 
problems of our tax-supported colleges and uni 
versities. As a group these institutions hav 


fared better financially in recent years than the 





independent institutions. But they also face 
grave financial problems, particularly in the 
provision of adequate faculty salaries. It would 
be far simpler, however. to solve the financial 
problems of the tax-supported institutions if 
the independent colleges and universities were 
back on their feet financially. 


One Dollar Does Work of Two 


The federal government exempts 5 percent 
of business profits from the tax imposed upon 
them if the 5 percent is devoted to religious, 
charitable or educational purposes. ( Most prof- 
its are taxed 52 percent.) A contribution of one 
percent of business profits to higher educational 
institutions would exhaust only one-fifth of this 
allowance. It would bring to about two percent 
the total share of business profits going to both 
educational and charitable purposes. 

In 1953, business firms contributed about 
$400 million, or slightly more than one percent 
of profits before taxes to educational and char 
itable purposes of all kinds. Of this total about 
$75 million went to educational institutions, 
mostly colleges and universities. 

For some companies it is feasible to contrib 
ute more than the average contributed by 
business generally. Indeed, some companies not 
only utilize their full 5 percent of tax-deducti- 
ble funds for charitable and educational pur- 
poses but go beyond it. For other companies in 
financial difficulties no contribution at all is 
possible. 

If, however, those business firms for which 
it is financially feasible contributed one percent 
of their prohits before taxes to our colleges and 
universities, the problem of adequate support 
for the crucially important business of higher 
education would be far along the way to suc- 
cessful solution. In 1954 a contribution of 
one percent of their profits before taxes, 
or about $350 million, would have re- 


duced business profits after taxes by only 
about half that amount. This would have 
meant a reduction of about $175 million, 
out of a total of about $17.8 billion of 
profits after taxes. 


Attractive plans to channel financial aid from 
business to higher education have been abun- 
dantly demonstrated recently. These plans, for 
the most part the creation of large corporations, 
have included not only a broad array of schol- 


arship grants, but such ingenious arrangements 
as that by which a company matches with its 
funds the gilts its employees make to the col- 
leges of which they are alumni. 

A full array of these plans, some of which 
were discussed in an earlier editorial in this 
series, has been prepared by The Council for 
Financia! Aid to Education (6 East 45th Street, 
New York City 17) and is available for the 
asking. Also, colleges and universities have 
established in most states and regions coopera- 
tive associations to help business help them. The 
Commision on Colleges and Industry (912 Kahn 
Building, Indianapolis 4, Indiana) distributes 
a directory of these associations. And, of course, 
the colleges themselves are always eager to dis- 
cuss their financial problems with business peo- 
ple and suggest constructive solutions. 


Only Small Start Made 


The plans for business aid to education which 
have recently attracted national attention con- 
stitute the conspicuous sort of leadership which 
it is the privilege and opportunity of our great 
corporations to provide. Sut the iob is too large 
to be handled by a small number of business 
firms, no matter how bold or ingenious their 
programs. 

To put our colleges and universities 
back on a firm footing financially the help 
of the great rank and file of business cor- 
porations is required. All of them, large 
and small, have a crucial stake in seeing 
that this job is done. The future of Amer- 
ica will be decisively shaped by what hap- 
pens in and to our college classrooms.
